BILITY OR THE ORGANIZATION TO DESTABILIZE THE GOVERNMENT OR TO

TEXT: 1. ON 11 MARCH 1985, SIXTY MEMBERS OF THE LEFTI S T VmQN- 
TONERO" MOVEMENT RECEIVED A FULL DAY OF TRAINING ON PROCEDURES 
TO TAKE OVER -- THAT IS, TO SEIZE — FACTORIES, BANKS, AND ' 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS. ADDITIONALLY, THE "MONTONEROS” RECEIVED
